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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 62-1 19 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection necessitated by amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1 . Claims 62-1 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claims 62, 89 and 118 include the limitation 
"the second capture detection region being different than the first capture detection 
region". While the specification provides support for a difference in length or maybe in 
shape, it does not provide support for any difference between the two windows. 
Therefore, the claims are broader than what is provided in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1 . Claims 62-1 1 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Kim 
et al. (7,319,900 B2). Kim et al. discloses cardiac response classification using multiple 
classification windows. As seen in figures 6 and 8B, Kim et al. discloses sensing cardiac 
signals following the delivery of a pacing pulse and detecting a characteristic of the 
cardiac signal in one of the multiple classification windows. Figure 7A depicts 3 
different, non-overlapping, windows. The examiner considers the classification windows 
to be capture detection regions. Figure 12 also depicts classifying the cardiac response 
as capture. Additionally, figure 15 depicts the first cardiac signal peak detected in a first 
cardiac window triggers sensing for the second cardiac peak window. 

As to claims 69-73, 91-95 and 117, Kim et al. discloses in col. 7, lines 43-54, the 
employment of unipolar pacing and/or bipolar pacing to the ventricle and in col. 8, lines 
16-24, employment of unipolar pacing and/or bipolar pacing to the atrium. 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome by: 
(1) a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the 
reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an invention 
"by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject matter of the 
application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed in the 
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reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 1 .131; or 
(3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 .130 stating that the application and reference 
are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the application is 
the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing 
that the reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2).
